The  church  of 
which  he  is  a member  bus  usually  given  us 
by  J uly  lUth  in  former  years  something  like 
tdOU  annually,  but  since  duly,  liKJs,  to  date, 
has  not  sent  a dime  for  Slullc  .Missions,  iiad 
others  who  have  auawered  bur  cry,  refrain- 
ed their  help  as  this  church  has  done,  and 
some  others,  then  the  fate  of  that  boy  in 
the  fable  would  long  ago  have  been  ours.  It 
was  not  a gaunt  spectre  that  confronted  ua, 
but  real  want  stared  us  in  the  face,  when 
on  July  10th  we  had  less  than  $100  in  the 
treasury  with  the  salary  of  m.aaiouanes  due, 
each  of  whom  had  been  palieully  waiting, 
many  of  whom  anxiously  waiting,  for  debts 
had  been  made  on  the  strength  ot  these  sala- 
ries due  July  1,  and  creditors  must  be  met 
somehow  and  satisfied  or  else  the  preacher  s 
eharacter  suffer.  For  more  than  a mouth 
my  fears  were  becoming  more  and  more 
real  as  to  the  danger  of  postponing  the  time 
of  our  convention,  that  it  meant  in  score's 
of  churches  a postponement  of  eollections 
for  State  Minions.  1 thought  we  had  al- 
ready reached  our  limit  in  borrow  ug,  and 
to  ask  the  banks  for  further  advances  would 
be  surely  met  by  refusal.  Besides  some  of 
our  notes  at  bank  were  becoming  mature, 
and  nothing  to  pay  them.  The  banks  were 
our  only  source  of  help  and  to  them  the 
showing  was  made  that  we  were  due  to  have 
at  least  $10,000  in  July,  but  changes  had 
brought  disappointment,  in  this  way  with  a 
promise  to  pay  m November,  the  money 
was  secured  with  which  to  pay  one-half  of 
our  salaries,  the  churches  were  expected  to 
#end  us  the  other  one-half.  - Well  Clod  put  it 
in  the  hearts  of  our  brethren  to  believe  it 
was  not  the  “old  wolf  cry,”  but  a genuine 
ease  of  distress.  We  have  been  able  to  pay 
with  the  help  of  the  borrowed  money  our 
missionaries  and  at  the  same  time  come  to 
the  relief  of  some  house  obligations  to  the 
amount  of  about  $2,000,  some  of  which  were 
pressing  hard  for  payment.  I shall  ever  be 
grateful  to  the  brethren  who  as  in  the  case 
of  Paul  stood  with  me,  and  then  I thank 
those  brethren  whose  promises  for  a later 
collection  enabled  me  to  go  to  the  bank  with 
some  boldness  in  spite  of  having  reached 
the  limit  as  I thought. 

I make  this  statement  now  that  the  breth- 
ren in  the  State  may  know  just  how  things 
are  with  us.  The  associations  arc  about  to 
begin  their  annual  sessions,  Of  course  you 
do  not  want  your  annual  report  to  the  asso- 
ciation show  any  neglect  of  this  great  cause, 
and  to  do  this  some  collections  will  have  to 
be  taken  in  early  September,  for  some  of 
our  associations  will  meet  in  the  first  and 
second  weeks  of  September,  and  when  there 
is  little  more  if  any  money  in  circulation 
than  is  now  to  be  found.  If  bretaren  de- 
pend  on  the  season  you  see  we  will  be  in 
danger  still,  of  falling  short,  and  so  I would 
advise  that  subscriptions  be  made  payable 
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later  in  the  mouth,  or  in  October.  Another 
quarter’s  salary  is  due  in  October,  and  fail- 
ure then  wotlld  be  disastrous  in  tnv  extreme.

ing. I don't  believe  in  bragging  on  preach 
ers  much,  they  are  only  men  after  all,  and 
all  of  them  full  of  human  nature,  an!  any- 
thing that  is  human  can  be  spoiled,  and 
this  preacher  we  had  was  all  human,  but 
when  it  comes  to  preaching  the  plain,  sim- 
ple Gospel,  holding  up  a crucified  Savior  as 
the  sinner's  only  hope,  salvation  by  grace 
through  faith,  repentance,  faith  and  obedi- 
ence, and  then  relying  on  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  do  His  work  he  is  equal  to  the  best.  The 
man  who  fails  to  see  the  way  is  biind  or  do«s 
not  want  to  see.  This  preacher  is  the  Wi- 
nona bishop  Bro.  Martin  Ball.  He  came  to 
us  Monday  morning,  and  was  called  home 
on  Wednesday  on  account  of  a death  in  his 


church,  but  returned  Thursday  morning  .and 
preached  until  Saturday  noon,  ami  l am 
sure  I have  never  heard  the  Gospel  as  1 un- 
derstand it  preached  dainer  and  with  great- 
er zeal,  and  his  apjx  sis  to  sinners  was  pa- 
thetie.  Since  I have  been  preaching  there 
we  have  never  had  a preacher  that  our  peo 
pie  appreciated  iuoic  than  they  lid  Bro. 
Ball,  and  we  have  hid  the  best.  We  were 
somewhat  handicapp'd  by  wickucw  »n  the 
neighborhood  and  the  congregations  were 
not  as  good  as  We  hid  hoped  or  expected, 
but  fairly  good.  The  result!  so  far  as  ws 
could  see  were  six  lor  baptism  slid  others 
deeply  moved  for  Inborn  we  hope  m the 
nesr  future,  and  many  greatly  revived,  for 
all  of  which  we  praise  Got!  from  whom  all 
blessing*  flow. 

Two  of  the  six  w$s  a man  well  settled, 
and  his  wife  she  canjc  from  the  Methodists. 
We  regard  them  all  as  great  accessions  to 
the  church,  but  es;M-oially  these  two.

Meridian  Churches. 

The  First  Bapt.st  Church  6f  Meridian  was 
organized  in  1839,  as  the  nOakey  Valley 
Church,”  about  two  miles  fast  of  the  site 
of  the  present  city *and  twenty-two  years 
before  its  incorporation.  It- Changed  its  lo- 
cation to  a point  just  above  (he  ‘‘.McLemore 
Cemetery”  about  the  year' 1^54,  and  took 
its  present  name;  reporting  a Sunday  School 
as  impracticable.  Deacon  Jiplua  McLemore 
is  the  only  old  member  lifcikig,  so  far  as 
known,  unless  it  be  Mrs.  Fanny  C.  Lilly,  of 
Dallas — both  faithful  Sunday-School  work- 
ers. ; | 

It  did  not  favor  branching  |>ut,  and  there 
was  no  second  church  until  (hie  constitution 
of  Calvary,  now  Forty-first  >Ave.,  in  1881, 
with  only  a few  late  mem^rs  from  the 
First,  though  Dr.  J.  W.  Bozeman  was  mod- 
erator. The  building  now  occupied  by  the 
Disciples  was  its  home,  till  jnoving  west: 
leaving  its  field  to  Fifteenth  Avenue  Church, 
a regular  branch  of  the  First.  .Most  of  its 
members  were  from  Calvary!  yet  the  latter 
moved  to  West  End  with  an  i-tirolled  mem- 
bership of  130.  1 | 

Highland  Church,  the  thii^  was  organ 
ized  in  1890.  with  member#  ma  nly  from 
Kemper  county  and  from  Cklvary ; only 
two  from  the  First.  It  has  had  many  hard 
struggles,  and  is  the  siuallctit  in  numbers 
in  the  city.  The  enrolled  iiieu  bership  is 
now  only  88,  not  a few  being  -to  > young  for 
active  service,  and  some  straying  to  fiber 
congregations.  But  the  Sundbty  School  en- 
rollment for  the  past  year  \s  142.  More 
working  members  are  sadly  njeided. 

South  Side  was  the  fouBth  organized, 
ehiefiv  with  members  from  Cm  vary  and  one 
from  First  Church.  Sid  Willlms  was  the 
mover  in  this,  and  served  as  pjastor  a while. 
It  was  regarded  as  missionary  ground,  and 
the  State  Board  sustained  Bip  J.  D.  Cook 
and  then  Bro.  J.  R.  Farish  In  charge  for 
some  time.  Now  it  is  almost!  independent 
and  enjoying  prosperity,  with?  A large  Sun- 
day School. 

Next  comes  Fifteenth  Avenue,  a legiti- 
mate branch  of  the  First  Church.  Its  lqca- 
tion  is  East  End,  say  two  squires  from  the 
old  site  of  the  First  Church,  atod  four  from 
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old  Calvary.  It  is  the  next  largest  to  the 
J-irst,  am)  lias  a nourishing  Sunday  School, 
with  B.  1.  i\  L.  and  Sunoeain  Society,  it 
uceus  a more  roomy  cuurcn  building,  and 
will  have  it  as  soon  as  limes  permit,  it 
lias  a most  promising  held. 

'i'hej  sixth  was  Georgetown,  a miss\n  un- 
der tile  .der.dian  baptist  Sunday  School 
Luion,  sustained  maiuiy  at  lirsl  by,  volun- 
teersArum  biliccuih  and  Forty-hrsl  Avenue 
churches ; later  constituted  as  Seventh  Ave- 
nue. It  was  helped  by  Ibe  Stale  board,  and 
has  sintered  mauy  downs,  but  is  now  doing 
well  with  good  Sunday  School. 

Lastly  comes  Emmanuel,  a regular  branch 
from  forty -urst  Avenue.  It  illustrated 
Scriptural  giving  and  discipline  better  than 
all  other  churches  known  to  the  writer.  Bro. 
Chas.  G.  Elliott  was  its  devoted  pastor  from 
the  beginning,  and  with  deep  regret  saw  it 
succumb  to  stringency  of  the  times.  As  a 
missionary  church  it  w as  a model,  and  it  sent 
forth  three  young  ministers. 

There  are  now  six  white  Baptist  churches 
iu  .Meridian,  and  two  more  w the  suburbs, 
with  t^n  colored.  The  .Methodists  have  five 
while  aud  three  colored;  the  Presbyterians 
three  while  and  one  colored;  the  Episcopal- 
ians, two  white;  the  Disciples,  one  white; 
the  Roman  Catholics,  one  white;  the  He- 
brews an  elegant  synagogue. 

baptists  are  wunout  a denominational 
school:  Roman  Catholics  have  two;  .Metho- 
dists two,  including  colleges.  The  nearest 
we  have  is  Clarke  Aleuior.al  College  at  New- 
ton. True  our  public  schools  lead  in  the 
Slate  and  we  have  excellent  private  schools 
in  the  city.  s

The  above  letter  bears  the  signature  of 
one  of  tjio  truest  women  I have  ever  known. 
She  is  pure  gold  My  readers  cannot  ap- 
preciate the  letter  as  I can  because  they  do 
not  kno|v  the  woman  who  wrote  it  as  I know 
her.  Irt  her  devotion  to  what  she  believes 
to  be  bur  duty  she  reminds  me  of  those  loyal 
Galatians,  of  whom  Paul  said  they  were 
willing  I to  pluck  out  their  own  eyes  and 
give  Ihttm  to  him  (Gal.  4:15).  When  she 
sad,  “pho  move  is  not  for  myself,”  slu- 
gs ve  expression  to  the  whole  tenor  of  her 
life.  In  conversation  with  me  after  I bad 
received  this  letter  she  stressed  the  point 
that  not  for  herself  but  for  the  betterment 
of  others,  she  decided  to  go  from  the  Bap- 
tists to  the  Methodists — and  these  others 
were  no4e  other  than  her  husband  and  her 
husband1^  children  by  hr*  first  wife.  She 
represents  a class — both  men  and  women. 
Those  wlio  go  to  the  other  denomination*, 
hoping  thereby  to  have  a united  household, 
but  who,  even  as  they  go.  do  not  hesitate 
to  say  thkt  they  are  Baptist  still.  And  this 
“Baptist  still”  class  of  Baptists  is  coming 
to  be  quite  a multitude.  But,  my  readers, 
don’t  bla|ne  them.  They  don’t  need  censure. 
They  need  sympathy. 

In  theif  emphatic  claim  that  they  are  Bap- 
tists still  they  are  trying,  as  best  they  can, 
to  work  tip  some  sort  of  a compromise  with 
conscience  as  touching  their  duty  to  he  loyal 
to  the  Baptist  faith  and  that  for  which  the 
Baptist*  stand.  “Once  a Baptist  always  a 
Baptist”  irf  a*  true  as  Gospel. 

And  generally  when  they  of  this  “Bap 
tint  still”  class  go  to  the  other  denomina 
tions  for  the  sake  of  fnmily  union,  and  some- 
times for  (family  harmony,  one  of  two  thing* 
happens:  Either  they  come  back  home, 
sooner  or  later,  or  else  they  settle  down  in 
the  ruts  and  waste  their  lives  The  reason 
for  that  is  not  far  to  find:  A member  of 
any  other  denomination  can  un  te  with  the 
Baptists  without  violating  a single  principle, 
but  a Baptist  cannot  un  te  with  any  other 
denomination  without  violating  a great 
principle.  And  Baptists  who  are  haptistie 
had  rather  die  than  violate  princ.ple.  I 
wish  I could  send  this  little  message  to  every 
“Baptist  still”  in  all  the  denominations  in 

this  counfry.  I wish  they  could  know  as 
well  as  I know  it.  that  the  reason  they  are 
not  out-and-out  what  they  would  have  been 
had  they  not  “gone  off  after  strange  cult*. 
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i*  to  he  found  in  the  fact  that  their  adopted 
creed  is  as  great  a misfit  as  Saul’s  armor 
was  when  David  tried  to  put  it  on.  The 
difference  between  Baptist  harness  and  the 
harness  of  all  other  denomination*  is  that 
the  Baptist  harness  w II  fit  anybody  in  Chris- 
tendom except  Catholics,  while  the  hartiess 
of  all  the  other  denominations  will  fit  only 
the  members  of  the  particular  denomination 
for  which  any  given  set  of  harness  was 
made.  I have  in  mind  now  a dear  good 
woman  who  married  into  a Presbyterian  fam- 
ily. If  she  had  sacrificed  principle  and  join 
ed  the  Presbyterians  I suppose  all  would 
have  been  well.  But  she  didn’t  change— 
and  so  all  was  anything  but  well.  She  kept 
her  letter  for  years.  At  last  she  decided 
ahe  would  join  the  church  of  which  I was 
pastor.  And  she  did.  She  began  alien  ling 
the  ladies’  society.  One  afternoon  the  hus- 
band came  to  the  door  of  the  elnirt-h  and 
ordered  her  home.  I don’t  think  she  baa 
been  back  since  They  have  literally  taken 
her  children  from  her  control,  nnd  carry 
them  to  the  Presbyterian  Sunday  School. 
And  the  husband  and  his  sister*  will  not  *o 
much  as  speak  to  me.  If  that  isn’t  persecu- 
tion what  is  it?  To  snv  the  least,  it  is 
religious  intolerance.  The  dear  woman  s 
life  is  practically  lost  to  the  Baptist*.  1 do 
not  hesitate  to  say  that  no  genuine  Baptist 
can  be  happy,  or  even  contented,  outside  of 
a consistent,  working  connection  with  a 
Baptist  church. 

To  the  letter  quoted  at  the  beginning  of 
this  article  I made  the  following  reply: 

Dear  Mrs : 

Your  letter  came  this  morn  ng  like  a fln«h 
of  lightning  out  of  a clear  sky.  I am  won- 
dering if  it  is  really  so.  or  if  it  is  a horrid 
dream.  I would  not,  if  I could,  place  one 
straw  between  yon  and  the  eonseientions 
discharge  of  your  duty.  I can  easily  see  how 
one  can  come  from  Ihc  Methodists  to  the 
Baptist*;  but  just  how  one  can  go  from  the 
Baptists  to  the  Methodists  is  farther  than  I 
can  see.  For  instance,  your  husband  can 
and  does  endorse  jronr  baptism — the  first  act 
of  obedience  you  performed  after  becoming 
a Christian : but  if  yon  are  a Baptist,  yon 
cannot  really  say  that  sprinkling  is  baptism. 
I am  send'ng  you  a little  tract  which  4 hope 
you  may  read  prayerfully  (I  sent  her  one  of 
mv  own  little  tracts.  “The  Language  of  the 
Two  Ordinances”).  The  church  you  eon 
template  joining  says  that  the  teachings  of 
this  little  tract  in  the  main,  are  all  right 
as  far  as  they  go.  But  sa  d ehnreh  goes 
farther  and  says  that  most  anything  else 
than  what  this  little  hook  teaches  w 11  do 
just  as  well  In  joining  that  ehnreh  yon 
must,  at  least  tacitly,  say  so  ynnrself.  I am 
wondering  how  you  can  reconcile  your  con- 
science and  your  new  creed. 

Yon  say  that  yon  have  felt  that  it  would 
he  a sin  for  yon  to  join  another  church  when 
you  are  sneh  a strong  Baptist,  hut  e’renm 
stances  alter  eases.  Now.  in  matters  re- 
ligions there  are  no  circumstances  below 
heaven  that  alter  cases,  or  that  ean  justify 
one  in  going  counter  to  what  «he  believes  to 
he  the  teachings  of  the  Word  of  God.  If 
von  helieve  the  Baptist*  are  right  von  can- 
not believe  the  Method:sts  are  right  also 
And  I would  not  let  anyeiremnstanees  what- 
ever influence  me  to  run  counter  to  my 
conscience.  You  say  it  is  a great  sacrifice 
for  yon  to  give  np  yonr  mother’s  ehnreh. 
I know  it  is:  but  isn’t  it  more  than  a mere 
sacrifice  to  lay  your  conscientious  convic- 
tions on  the  altar  of  local  circumstances? 


This  is  a ern<  al  time  with  you.  I hope 
yon  may  enter  a*  much  as  you  can  into  the 
spirit  of  Paul  lie  did  not  allow  any  aort 
of  cireumstanees  to  jihaiM-  h:s  t’hristian 
course.  Religion  is  a personal  matter.  Every 
one  of  us  must  for  himself  give  account  to 
God.  Your  huabanirl  "up|«we,  hi  satiafled 
in  his  church : nnd  the  children  in  your 
home  are  with  him.  They  are  sat  *fie<l  I 
do  not  suppose  they  have  ever  thought  that 
eireumat alters  demanded  that  they  quit  the 
church  of  their  choice.  And  even  if  they 
did.  they  were  mistaken  about  it:  that’s  all. 
An<l  I think  I may  as' safely  say  of  you  wliat 
I say  of  them,  if  you  think  eircu instances 
demand  that  yon  sever  your  connection  w t h 
the  church  of  your  choice,  why  then,  you 
are  mistaken  about  it.  Yon  »sy  the  move 
you  contemplate  is  not  for  yourself,  But 
remember  in  mntters  religions  we  cannot 
move  for  anybody  except  for  ourself.  Get 
yonr  Bible  and  read  on  your  knee*  Matt. 
10:37  and  Luke  14:26;  and  remember  that 
you  look  for  yonr  duty  not  to  circumstances, 
but  to  Him  who  uttered  these  words 

The  world  is  full  of  Baptists  (and  Heaven 
is  fuller  of  them!  who  have  had  more  irylng 
circumstances  brought  to  hear  upon  them 
than  you  have  ever  had:  and  yet  they  did 
not  waver.  See  what  Paul  say*  about  how 
wc  ought  to  net  under  all  circumstances  in 
First  Cor.  15:58. 

I am  exceedingly  anxious  for  the  best 
things  possible  to- come  into  your  life  I 
don’t  want  you  to  make  a mistake.  In  try- 
ing to  get  away  from  certain  eireunwtanee# 
you  are  sure  to  place  yourself  in  others 
which,  in  some  rosjw-rt*,  will  be  more  trying 
than  the  ones  you  an*  seeding  to  rid  yourself 
of.  Be  careful  nnd  prayerful  lest  tn  your 
c (Torts  to  miss  the  dreaded  rock  of  Reylla 
you  do  not  go  down  into  the  more  to-be 
dreaded  whirlpool  fharyhdi*  If  you  think 
it  worth  while  1 shall  be  glad  to  have  a reply 
to  this  letter.  If.  however,  you  are  deter 
mined  to  take  your  contemplated  step,  then 
no  reply  is  really  necessary.  The  Methodists 
will  take  you  as  readily  without  our  letter 
ns  with  it.  They  know  that  we  do  not  grant 
letter#  to  other  denominations.  And  after 
you  have  joined  the  Methodists,  if  you  do  ao 
then  the  ehnreh  of  your  girlhood  and  tin- 
ehnreh  of  your  mother  will,  with  regret, 
erase  your  name.  May  God  Mesa  you.

And  not  long 
after  the  writing  of  thi*  second  letter  she 
came  to  the  church  and  asked  to  he  re- 
instated. Today  she  is  not  only  a “Baptist 
still”  but  a Baptist  very  busy  and  very 
happy  in  the  church  and  the  work  of  her 
choice.

These  are  to  be  looked  after  by  the  mis- 
sionary. Then  houses  of  worship  are  to  be 
built  in  important  centers  of  population,  in 
advance,  if  possible,  to  meet  people  as  they 
come.  Large  church  houses  are  sometimes 
needed  and  institutional  churches  occasion- 
ally. But,  as  a rule,  houses  for  small  con- 
gregations are  best,  with  visiting  pastors 
and  working  members.

Jesus 
r the  destruction  of  the  flesh  that  sent  his  disciples  from  house  to  house.  This 

t might  be  saved,  in  the  day  of  |t$e  applies  to  both  cny  and  country,  and  it 

means  individual  wOrk ; people  are  not  saved 
in  masses.  The  pulpit  cannot  reach  even  a 
majority  in  a comiitunity,  for  they  do  not 
come  out  to  hear:  it  takes  the  “go”  of  the 
gospel  to  do  full  service.  Hence  the  mis- 
sionary not  only  sows  the  seed,  but  culti- 
vates the  field  for  success. 

Country  Sunday  Schools  have  a heavy  re- 
sponsibility ; for  if  the  young  people  are  not 
trained  and  indoctrinated,  they  cannot  re- 
sist the  temptation^  of  the  city.  If  no  Sun- 
day School  work  is  done,  the  missidnary 
labors  to  great  disadvantage,  as  he  has  first 
to  remove  erroneous  views  before  he  can 
find  a place  for  the  truth.  Without  person- 
al interviews,  therefore,  there  can  little 
solid  work  be  done. 

The  missionary,  therefore,  must  be  sup- 
ported from  outside  sources,  for  he  cannot 
be  from  his  field.  Home  churches  must 
raise  the  funds:  it  is  part  of  their  service. 
Hearing  is  not  service;  church  members 
must  be  “doers  of  the  Word.”  Personal  la- 
bors, or  stated  offiwings,  are  necessary  du- 
ties of  the  disciples  lof  Christ;  so  James  says, 
again:  “Faith  without  works  is  dead.”  If 
we  cannot  “go”  ourselves,  we  may  send,  or 
help  therein.  Too  many  churches  have 
dead  members.
